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(4) Status of Amendments After Final 

The amendment after final rejection filed on 09/13/05 has been entered. After 
thoroughly reviewing the amendment and applicant argument, the argument and 
remarks did not overcome the final rejection as stated in the previous office action. 
Regarding the independent claim 6, the applicant argued that the intent of claim 6 is 
directed at solving the problem of noise generated by gear backlash, and argued to 
show that the references used do not teach the intent of the applicant except Coles. 
The cited limitation in the argument shows a difference between the specification of the 
prior art and the specification of the present application. Applicant is reminded that 
even though the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re van Geuns, 988 F. 2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2D 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Thus, the claims as claimed are not patentably 
distinguishable from the prior art and have failed to overcome the rejection set forth in 
the earlier office action. 

Further, it is known in the art of motor control to adopt motor techniques of similar 
motors (a DC motor control method or an AC motor control method) from the different 
applications as the intent is to efficiently control the motor. Thus, the applicant 
argument stating lack of motivation for combining the references used in the final 
rejection is not persuasive enough.
